Thanks to the initiative of the 
Protestant

before Sen. Kennedy. He in turn 
has reacted, not with resentment 
but, be recognizing that the ques­ 
tion is "very’ im portant,” that 
a discussion of it is legitimate, 
that the Protestant m inisters had 
the right to interrogate him, and 
that he does not regard their 
doing this as “ prejudiced or 
bigoted.” 
Sen. Kennedy's reaction to the 
m inisters’ questions, which were 
sharp and searching, was ex­ 
tremely interesting and impor­ 
tant. 
He might have explained 
that to raise questions about 
his religion was a violation of 
the spirit of the Constitution, that 
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Lippmann 
the m inisters were setting up a 
religious test for public office. 
But he did not do that. 
On the 
contrary, he chose to recognize 
that 
the 
questions raised by 
the 
m i n i s t e r s 
were 
real 
questions, 
not slanderous fab­ 
rications, and that an American 
Catholic running for President 
must answer them. 
The questions put to Sen. Ken­ 
nedy arise, according to the 
m inisters, from the attempts of 
the Catholic church “ to exercise 
control over its members in 
political and civic affairs.” The 
crucial point is whether the auth­ 
ority of the Catholici hierarchy 
or the conscience of the office 
holder is to determine what is 
and what is not a political and 
civic affair. 
The case of the 
Protestant m inisters against Sen. 
Kennedy is that “ While the cur­ 
rent 
Roman 
Catholic conten­ 
der for the Presidency states 
specifically that he would not be 
so influenced (by the Catholic 
hierarchy in political and civic 
affairs), his church insists that 
he is duty-bound to admit to its 
direction. This unresolved con­ 
flict leaves doubt in the minds 
of millions of our citizens.” 
This leads to the precise ques­ 
tion which Sen. Kennedy had to 
deal with. 
I think it can be 
stated this way. 
Where will be 
his paramount duty and loyalty 
on questions where, as for ex­ 
ample birth control, the influence 
of the Catholic hierarchy has 
bern used to impose by law on 
non-Catholics the Catholic doc­ 
trine? 
* * * 
Sen. Kennedy’s answer is that 
"I do not accept the right of 
. . . . any ecclesiastical offi­ 
cial to tell me what I shall do 
in the sphere of my public re­ 
sponsibility as an elected offi­ 
cial.” 
This is a declaration 
that as an elected official he, and 
not the Catholic hierarchy, will 
determine what lies within the 
sphere of his public responsi­ 
bility. 
In this, the separation 
between church and state is as 
complete as it can be made. But 
that is not the end of this story. 
The Protestant m inisters have 
probed still m ore deeply. They 
have raised the question whether 
a good Catholic can be as inde­ 
pendent and as secular as Sen. 
Kennedy declares himself to be. 
The way the Senator dealt with 
tills loaded question is to my 
mind the most interesting, the 
most significant, and the most 
creditable and convincing thing 
in the whole affair. 


* * * 
His answer was in effect that 
on the crucial questions of church 
and state not all Catholics think 
alike. 
His declaration of free­ 
dom from ecclesiastical control 
in political and civic affairs is 
"the opinion of the overwhelm­ 
ing majority of American Cath­ 
olics and I have no doubt that 
my view is known to Catholics 
around the world.” 
Hes po­ 
sition, he asserted, is " a po­ 
sition of the American Catho­ 
lic Church in the United States 
with which I am associated.” 
It is not the position of the 
Spanish Catholic Church in Spain, 
or of the Colombian Catholic 
Church of Colombia. 
It is the 
position 
not 
of all American 
whelming majority” of them. 
These are the answers of a 
brave and truthful man.

HOW TO HANDLE 
KHRUSHCHEV 
The heading to this piece is 
m ore of a question than an offer 
of wisdom, and the “ handling’' 
to which we re fe r pertains to 
the news m edia and th eir prob­ 
lem of determ ining how minute 
should be the coverage of his 
visit to the United Nations, and 
other areas of our country where 
he can find a stump to stand on. 
We have said that the p ress, 
radio, and television should lim it 
their coverage to utterances of 
this Soviet leader. What he says 
in these trying tim es is vitally 
im portant to all of us, and if we 
are not sufficiently m ature as a 
nation to digest it with full un­ 
derstanding our danger is great, 
no m atter what he says. 
We object to the kind of atten­ 
tion that to us is pulp m agazine 
o r gents room reporting. This 
extrem e is prevalent in our news 
circles because of the highly 
competitive conditions extant in 
these fields of do lia r-making. 
Another read er with jaundiced 
eye who will read another inch 
of advertising at a going rate is 
apt to be the m easure of our 
p ress conscience. 
It is not freedom much of the 
p ress is defending. 
It is the 
additional buck it hopes to make 
by beating its rivals. This ap­ 
plies to new spapers, m agazines, 
radio, and television. 
Inez Robb in today’s column 
has the courage to speak out 
on this subject and she favors 
lim iting coverage to his United 
Nations statem ents. She is apt 
to get her wish in part because 
of the restrictio n s applied to his 
traveling while he is with us. 


* 


THE OTHER SIDE 
However, there is another side 
to this subject that is supported 
by good points. Though we pos­ 
sibly should not go to the ex­ 
trem e of hosing the visitor with 
cam eras from nightshirt to night­ 
sh irt, we also should not fear 
his constant diatribes against our 
leaders, if we have faith in those 
leaders. O r if we don’t have faith 
in them. 
The truth will not hurt us. And 
lies can serve a good purpose if 
we are truly inform ed about our­ 
selves. 
We have written and still be­ 
lieve that Khrushchev does not 
understand the Am erican public, 
nor does he fully appreciate the 
spirit 
of 
a truly dem ocratic 
people. He constantly talks to a 
w orld audience and no doubt with 
some hope of reaching the ex­ 
trem ely sm all m inority of Am­ 
erican citizens who might choose 
the communist line. 


He also m ust talk for those 
who keep him in power on the 
Moscow level. 
In his extrem e effort to drive 
home his propaganda to the world 
audience which he hopes to sell 
on communism he ignores the 
fibre he builds in Am erican re­ 
sistance. 
This fibre must be 
provided by public opinion and 
by the will of the people them ­ 
selves. 
Without it no stand of 
strength can be taken by national 
lead ers. No swords can be lifted 


in defense of a people who want 
no part of the issue evoking the 
flash of steel. 
F or example, if we are to take 
a stand on B erlin which can mean 
the movement of troops who are 
equipped and ready to fire, we 
m ust have a citizenry which be­ 
lieves in such a stand. B erlin 
is far away and to m ost it seem s 
not very im portant. But when a 
Soviet leader fire s up a normally 
peace-loving populace he does 
th eir own war professionals a 
service and provides a resistance 
that will not move even in the 
face of flashing guns. 
In our two m ajor w ars the 
Am erican people did not take 
part until y ears of m ental build­ 
up had prim ed them to act when 
provocation finally m aterialized 
in tangible form. Unfortunately, 
in each case we w ere not read\ 
despite the constant th reats to 
peace. 
Fortunately, the nature 
of war in those y ears provided 
us with tim e, thanks to the ex­ 
panses of sea surrounding us. 
T his no longer obtains and it 
may be vital that Khrushchev and 
other Soviet leaders have done 
so much spouting and our p ress 
has so completely covered that 
ranting. It has made it far easier 
to sell an expensive defense bud­ 
get to the Am erican citizens. 


♦ 
GOOD ARGUMENT 
The press thus can well argue 
that every utterance and every 
action of this m ost voluble of 
com m unists is of sufficient im­ 
portance to a free people to be 
publicized. They m ust be the 
judges and they m ust react to 
the statem ents of all world lead­ 
ers. 
Our contention, 
however, is 
that reporting done in extrem es 
can rem ove the focus from of­ 
ficial statem ents and key points 
made by the opposition. What he 
says during inform al personal 
contacts has no official status. 
What he offers before the United 
Nations Assembly is what really 
counts and there is where the 
em phasis should be placed. 
That is where world opinion 
should be form ed and there is 
where it m ust stand up under 
the light of truth. For the same 
reason, our own leaders should 
welcome his words in such a for­ 
um and should be prepared to 
expose storm s created in sensi­ 
tive parts of the world by com­ 
munism. While the U. N. works 
to keep the peace and to help 
new nations become strong, com­ 
munism uses each troubled situa­ 
tion for its own gains. 


T his is the point that m ust be 
made, and to em phasize it wecan 
not constantly soften eachofficial 
Russian 
statem ent through the 
reporting of contradictory re ­ 
m arks made by Khrushchev dur­ 
ing his m eanderings off the re s­ 
ervation.

Our eminent uninvited guest, 
Nikita S. Krushchev, m ost pro­ 
bably has not just one, but three 
im portant m eetings on his im m e­ 
diate schedule. A fter making his 
usual constructive contributions 
to the International Zoo at the 
U.N., he may well go to Cuba 
for a cozy weekend with Fidel 
C astro. 
And in October, he is 
expected to m eet with Mao T se ­ 
tting in North Korea. 
Among these dates which the 
demonologists think Krushchev 
has on his calendar, the one that 
will make the least im m ediate 
noise, the meeting with Mao will 
surely be the m ost significant if 
it takes place. 
The poi^t is that the relations 
between the Soviet Union and 
Communist China a re now so 
tense that there is a c le a r pos­ 
sibility of an open break between 
the two giant powers of the Com ­ 
m unist bloc. 
The obscure evi­ 
dence but for this view, gathered 
from intelligence sources and 
from the Communist p ress, has 
already been sum m arized in a 
previous report in this space, 
It is enough to say, here, that 
the evidence pointing to a Soviet- 
Chinese break is far stronger to­ 
day than all the wa m ing evidence 
that was available before the 
Soviet-Yugoslav break. Although 
Krushchev will no doubt bellow 
for 
adm ission 
of 
Communist 
China to the United Nations, this 
will be a ritual gesture. 
The 
reality will still be the possi­ 
bility of a break. 
In his quarrel with the Chinese, 
m oreover, Krushchev has no free 
options. The Krem lin cannot back 
down in this quarrel, without 
com prom ising Moscow’s claim to 
be the New Rome of Com m unism, 
It is Mao Tse-tung who has to 
decide whether to back down or 
to accept the break. 
And as 
yet there is no evidence at all 
that Mao Tse-tung is getting 
ready to back down. 
In these circum stances, the 
point of issue in the quarrel has 
great 
potential 
im portance. 
Superficially, it is doctrinal. The 
Chinese have called the Soviets

that the holy Lenin believed in

The Soviets have called 
the Chinese "blasphem ous” for

war with the capitalist powers, as 
a necessary preview to the world 
trium ph of the Communist cause. 
But this superficial, doctrinal 
dispute undoubtedly conceals a 
far m ore crucial dispute about 
a concrete issue. 
As one d is­ 
pute m ust also reflect the other, 
the concrete issue is all but 
certain to be Chinese insistence 
upon a w arlike adventure which 
the Soviets regard as altogether 
too 
risky. 
If Mao Tse-tung 
finally accepts a break on this 
issue, 
it m ust mean, in turn, 
that he is prepared to launch 
his desired adventure without 
assu ran ce of Soviet support. 
Such is the logic of the Sino- 
Soviet q u arrel. O ther points are 
involved, but the w ar-vs-peace 
conflict, 
is fairly central. 
If 
a break com es, therefore, it will 
knock into a cocked hat one of 
the absolutely basic and m ost 
com forting assum ptions of the 
W estern policy m a k e rs 
the 
assum ption that the Soviets can 
always be counted on to retain 
a power of veto over Chinese 
adventure involving any m ilitary 
risk. 
The collapse of that long stand­ 
ing assum ption is an ugly thing 
to contem plate. 
Yet a Chinese 
challenge to the Soviet power of 
veto is about the only way to 
make sense out of this Sino- 
Soviet q u arrel. These is nothing 
else that could drive Krushchev 
to consider a break with Mao, 
as he is obviously doing, unless 
Krushchev believes that internal 
strain s in China are so g reat that 
the Chinese regim e itself is in 
danger 
from within. 
The two 
factors may inter-act, in truth, 
but th eir internal strains would 
naturally produce a desperate 
Chinese hankering for external 
m ilitary success. 
One question rem ins: w hereon 


earth can the Chinese hope to 
gain a nationally unifying m ilitary 
success without full Soviet sup­ 
port? 
T hese is, unhappily, a 
possible answ er. 
These is the 
exposed position on the offshore 
islands in the Form osa Strait, 
that the Soviets authorized the 
Chinese 
to 
make 
a 
c a re ­ 
fully lim ited assau lt two years 
ago. 
That assault failed, partly be­ 
cause of A m erican action, but 
mainly because of the sh eer m ili­ 
tary incompetence of the Chi­ 
nese effort. 
In particular, the 
Chinese 
Com m unist 
artillery , 
which ought to have interdicted 
all access to the offshore is ­ 
lands, instead altogether failed 
to establish an effective block­ 
ade, 
Since that tim e, little has 
been done to strengthen the off­ 
shore islands. 
But since that 
tim e, according to the best in­ 
formed estim ates, everything has 
been done to strengthen the Chi­ 
nese Com m unist artillery p re ­ 
paration. 
F or these reasons, the p o ssi­ 
bility of a Sino-Soviet break, 
which ought only " t h ' ' raise the 
hopes of the West, 
is also 
causing 
considerable W estern 
apprehension.

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ALL INTEREST NOT 
ALLOWED FOR DEDUCTIONS 
It may be far from the income 
tax filing date but many of us 
do much during the year which 
affects that eventual moment of 
truth.

The cost of living in Pennsyl­ 
vania hit a new high between April 
15 and July 25 when it went up 
0.3 per cent. 
The national av­ 
erage did the same, though it is 
a bit higher than Pennsylvania’s, 
126.6 against our 126.3. 
This 
percentage approach uses the 
1947-49 era as a base period. 
During the past year the Penn­ 
sylvania index rose 2 per cent 
compared with the national in­ 
crease of 1.4 per cent.

Social Security Increases Coverage 


Social 
security amendments 
signed by the President on Sept. 
13, 1960, will bring benefits to 
an estimated 125,000 additional 
disabled workers and to the mem­ 
bers of their fam ilies throughout 
the country, HowardH. Gift, Man­ 
ager of the Jamestown Social 
Security Office, announcedtoday. 
In Warren County, about IOO 
more disabled workers and their 
families will now be eligible for 
disability benefits. 
Mr. Gift pointed out that the 
change regarding disability bene­ 
fits is only one of a number of 
changes 
made by the amend­ 
ments. The new law will bring 
increased benefits to IOO chil­ 
dren in W a r r e n County and, 
through 
liberalized work re­ 
quirements, will make some IOO 
people age 65 or over eligible for 
benefits. 
Other significant pro­ 
visions increase the number of 
people eligible for benefits and 
increase benefits in some in­ 
stances. 
Returning to disability insur­ 
ance, Gift explained that a person 
can now qualify for disability 
benefits without regard to his 
age. If he has worked long enough 
under social security and if his 
disability is severe enough to 
meet the definition in the social 
security 
law, he and eligible 
members of his family may draw 
the benefits even if he has not 
reached 50 — the age require­ 
ment in the prior law. 
“ Those who have already made 
application to have their social 
security records frozen because 
of their disability do not need 
to take any action now,” Gift 
said. 
“ The Social Security Ad­

telling them what they should do. 
However, those disabled people 
who have not had a previous con­ 
tact with a social security office 
to discuss disability protection 
and who have been disabled at 
least six months should get in 
touch with our office right away 
because benefits cannot be paid 
until an application for them is 
made.” 
Another change made by the 
new amendments affects people 
entitled to benefits and who are 
working, Mr. Gift explained. Un­ 
changed is the rule that a person 
can get social security benefits 
for every month of the year if his 
earnings for the year do not go 
over $1200. 
For amounts over 
$1200 — the following formula 
applies beginning in 1961: 
One 
dollar in benefits is withheld for 
each $2 of earnings between 
$1200 and $1500. 
If a person 
earns more than $1500, he for­ 
feits a dollar in benefits for each 
dollar that his earnings go over 
the $1500 amount. However, in 
spite of this rule, no one will 
forfeit benefits for any month 
that he earns $100 or less in 
wages, lf he is self-employed, 
he does not forfeit a benefit for 
any month that he cb es not en­ 
gage actively in the affairs of 
his business. 
Gift estimated that 15 people 
in Warren County— mostofthem 
aged widows — will benefit by 
changes in the law which permit 
payment of monthly checks to 
eligible 
survivors of working 
people who died between March 
31, 1938, and December 31,1939, 
with at least a year and a half 
of work under social security. 
Before this change, survivors 
could not receive benefits on the 
social security account of anyone 
who died before 1940. Also, a 
dependent widower can now get 
benefits even if his wife died 
before 1950, if the wife met the 
work requirements under social 
security. 
Before this change, 
survivors could not receive bene­ 
fits on the social security account 
of anyone who died before 1940. 
Also, a dependent widower can 
now get benefits even if his wife 
died before 19 50, if the wife met 
the work requirements under so­ 
cial security. Before this change, 
dependent widowers could not 
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become eligible for benefits un­ 
less the person on whose social 
security 
account 
the benefits 
were claimed died in or after 
September 1950. But no one can 
receive benefits under this pro­ 
vision until he has made a claim 
for them through the local social 
security district office. 
Fam ilies drawing social se­ 
curity benefits for two or more 
children and not now receiving 
the maximum payable to a family 
will find an additional amount 
added to their social security 
checks for December 1960, be­ 
cause of a change which calls 
for payment of an amount equal 
to three-fourths of the base a- 
mount to each child. This is 
changed from the formula which 
provided for one-half of the base 
amount to each child with a 
quarter of the base amount di­ 
vided among all the children. 
Families affected by this change 
need to take no action. The ad­ 
ditional amount will show up on 
the social security check which 
they receive in January 1961. 


Gift explained that the amend­ 
ments also reduce the amount of 
work time needed to qualify for 
benefits. 
Instead of needing two 
calendar quarters of work for 
every four quarters after 1950, 
the number of work quarters re­ 
quired is now one for three. Un­ 
changed, however, is the pro­ 
vision that no one may get bene­ 
fits without at least six quar­ 
ters of work. 
“ Anyone who has 
failed to qualify for benefits in 
the past because he did not have 
enough work under social secur­ 
ity should call at the local social 
security district office tofindout 
if this new provision now makes 
him eligible,” Gift explained. 


Other changes made by the 
amendments extend social secur­ 
ity to parents working in a trade 
or business owned by a son or 
daughter, permit nonprofit or­ 
ganizations to provide social se­ 
curity coverage for present em­ 
ployees who want coverage, and 
for employees hired in the future 
even if less than two-thirds of 
the employees desire this cover­ 
age, and give clergymen, whose 
social security participation is 
optional, an extension to April 
15, 1962, to choose to be in­ 
cluded under the social security 
plan. 


A further change allows bene­ 
fits to be paid to wives, stepchil­ 
dren, and adopted children of 
retired and disabled workers, if 
the relationship ha sheen in effect 
for at least one year. In addition, 
the lump sum death payment can 
now be paid directly to the funeral 
director if no widow or widower of 
the deceased survives, and the 
person responsible for the pay­ 
ment of the burial expenses a- 
grees to this disposition, or if 


no one assum es responsibility 
for the burial expenses within 
90 days of he date of death. 
Finally, u n d e r two further 
changes in social security dis" 
ability insurance, a person draw­ 
ing disability benefits may have 
a trial work period of 12 months 
during which he will continue to 
receive his monthly checks. The 
second change affects anyone who 
again becomes disabled within 
five years of the time that a pre­ 
vious period of disability ended. 
“ For further information about 
how these amendments affect you, 
phone, write or call at your social 
security district office at the 
Hotel Jamestown Building,” Gift 
explained. 
“ You should make 
sure to call if you may be newly 
entitled to 
benefits. 
Monthly 
checks cannot be started until 
an application for them is made.”

Advantages of School Merger are Explained by State Authority 


until the complete change-over 
Increased financial help from 
the state and a more efficient 
organization were the two ma­ 
jor advantages of a school m er­ 
ger or union in contrast to a 
jointure discussed 
by 
Roy 
Cleaver, Pennsylvania State De- 
•partment of Public Instruction, 
when the Warren Area JointSch- 
ool district boards, and a few 
public citizens, met in Beaty 
cafeteria Monday evening 
The 
financial help to the Warren area 
would be about $80,000 a year. 


This increase comes through 
the additional amount paid by the 
state in an effort to encourage 
the formation of the more ef­ 
ficient merged districts. 
To­ 
day the amount paid per teaching 
unit is $5()0. 
Under a m erger 
it would jump to $800. 
There would be some increases 


under the m erger, but the re­ 
sulting improvements made pos­ 
sible by those increases would 
be to the district’s advantage. 
In a union district, such as 
we now have, the weakest dis­ 
trict often holds back progress 
because it cannot afford more 
expense. This is threatening to 
happen in the W arren area where 
some boards were forced to make 
large tax increases this year. 
A merged district would level 
off these costs. 


Though the tax sp re a d e r most 
of the nine districts in the War­ 
ren jointure is very slight and 
the millage might even out at 18 
or 19, there are two extremes. 
Watson twp. has a millageofonly 
5.5. 
Elk twp. pays 30 mills. Elk 
would save about ten mills and 
Watson would go up about 14.5. 


These are only guesses and 
are very approximate. Building 
programs and other conditions 
will affect such figures in the 
future. 
Mr. Cleaver said that the re­ 
placement of 47 school directors 
with eleven results in greater 
efficiency and all directors soon 
become aware of the problems of 
the whole while not losing their 
knowledge of their own district’s 
peculiarities. The efficiency re ­ 
sults from eliminating ten sets 
of records, ten secretaries, and 
ten of many other positions and 
item s. In their place there would 
be only one. 


The only difference between a 
m erger and a union is the way 
in which the decision is presen­ 
ted to the voters. 
After that 
they are identical. A union cannot 


be formed unless all the districts 
agree to join. But if you vote on 
a m erger, those districts ap­ 
proving it can merge and those 
not agreeing continue as jointure 
partners and receive less help 
from the state. 
Usually the 
dissenters soon follow suit when 
they see the advantages. 


Each district entering the new 
system elects a director to the 
board. 
There also would be 
two elected at large in the W ar­ 
ren area situation. Four would be 
elected from the larger districts 
the first year, four from the next 
largest two years later, one from 
the sm allest and two at large the 
fourth year.

Under the union or m erger 
W arren would become eligible for 
transportation assistance from 
the state. 
An advantage to all 
develops when th e schools are 
paid for and the financial ad­ 
vantage of being a part of the 
whole becomes obvious. 
Minor problems include the 
absorption of debts that may exist 
in some districts. 
Some also 
dislike the loss of identity. But 
county rule seems to be accep­ 
ted with commissioners elected 
at large. 
Why not schools? 
If the area wants the m erger 
it will be up to the boards to 
become fully informed and to en­ 
lighten their constituents. 
The 
proposal seldom is defeated ex­ 
cept where the public is poorly 
informed.

BLUE CROSS REPORT 
Apparently the increases al­ 
lowed Blue Cross have proved 
sufficient to put the Association 
in a stronger financial position 
than it was a year ago when its 
reserves were so low they would 
cover only two weeks of service.

The Allegheny River R eser­ 
voir Project at Kinzua will leave 
only 23 per cent of the present 
developed areas of Kinzua and 
Corydon 
townships in private 
ownership, according to a re­ 
port recently made public by the 
Warren County Planning Com­ 
mission, and as a result, the 
Warren County Board of Com­ 
m issioners has started action 
to enlighten the remaining land 
owners in these districts on the 
feasibility of annexations. Over 
twenty supervisors from Kinzua, 
Corydon, Elk, Mead and Glade 
townships met with the Commis­ 
sioners Monday evening to dis­ 
cuss a plan of action. 
The Commissioners announced 
that in the early part of October

In the report prepared for 
the Commissioners by the Plan­ 
ning Commission it was stated 
that the 1960 assessm ent roles 
for the areas show there were 
337 taxable parcels in Kinzua 
township and 198 in Corydon 
township for a total of 535. Due 
to the condemnation by theCorps 
of Engineers, 
83 per cent of 
these parcels will be removed 
from the tax roles. 
It was further noted that only 
$41,538 assessed valuation will 
remain in Kinzua township, or 
7.7 per cent of its present total 
assessed realestate, whileCory- 
don 
township 
will 
have only 
$23,196 remaining, or 5.5 per 
cent of its total assessed valu­ 
ation. Other sources of revenue, 
such as oil, gas, and mineral, 
occupation and sim ilar assess­ 
ments, will also be eliminated. 
For all practical purposes, the 
[Manning Commission felt that 
the remaining revenue would not 
be sufficient to sustain either 
Kinzua or Corydon townships. 
Three proposals were suggest­ 
ed, 
but the one that seemed 
most practical was the annexa­ 
tion of those areas by Elk and 
Mead townships. This, of course, 
would mean an increase in ac re ­ 
age for Elk and Mead, but the 
planners feel it would present 
no 
additional 
adm inistrative 
problems. 
All roads in the new 
areas w'ould be maintained by 
the State or Forest Service, and 
residents in these areas would 
for the most part be seasonal. 
Revenue from the National F or­ 
est could be used to augment 
Public Services in the remainder 
of the townships.

NEWS THROUGH 
With Khrushchev and all his 
stooges in town in the middle 
of a Presidential election, it’s 
going to be a tumultuous couple 
of weeks for old New York. 
Over 
the 
weekend, television 
demonstrated again what it does 
very well and what it does very 
badly in the field of news. 
What it does very well is 
reveal personality to an extra­ 
ordinary degree. 
What it does 
awkwardly is to cover breaking 
news like the arrival of Khrush­ 
chev. Both NBO and CBS cover­ 
ed the arrival of the Baltika 
with a thoroughness that cuts 
new heights of ennui! For forty­ 
five minutes, millions of people 
looked at pictures of the ship 
landing while Joe Michaels and 
John Rich of NBC groped for 
something 
interesting to say. 
Here’s a sample of what they 
said. 
“ The first line has hit the 
pier. Here comes the line fol­ 
lowing the light line which was 
thrown down. 
It looks like a 
steel cable.” 
Then came some 
words which the networks them­ 
selves might well ponder. “ All 
these Communist arrivals get to 
be the same if you’ve seen them 
all over the world. 
Always the 
flower girls, always the applause 
. . .*' 
lf you must know, NBC, 
all arrivals look alike. 
Invar­ 
iably for the lack of anything 
else to say, the commentators 
get talking about the red carpet 
itself. 
I’ve heard Dave Schoen- 
brun anxiously discuss whether 
the train would stop at the ex­ 
act point for the carpet or whether 
it would m iss it; this time NBC 
announced triumphantly that the 
red carpet was too short and 
that Khrushchev would get his 
feet wet. 
However, when Nikita (I can’t 
spell Khrushchev) got off the 
boat and unlimbered his disarm­ 
ament proposals within two min­ 
utes of arrival here, there’ s no 
doubt the networks had a red 
hot story right off the stove. 
NBC had trouble with its sound 
and muffed it. CBS had a trans­ 
lator right there — so you got 
the speech translated twice, once 
by a CBS man and once by the 
official Russian translator. 
As at the convention, the a r­ 
rival 
of Nikita and company 
showed the painful inability of 
television to edit breaking news. 
I don’t know what to suggest 
any more than they’d know what 
to do about it. 
The networks

like to say they were there — 
but who’s looking at that hour? 
Both networks had excellent sum­ 
mary of 
what Khrushchev’s 
speech meant, right on top of 
the speech and that part of it 
was wonderful. 
* * * 
NBC had a couple of special 
programs over the weekend, both 
excellent — one on the General 
Assembly session now under way. 
Joseph Michaels, NBC Moscow 
man, Frank Bourgoltzer, NBC’ s 
man at the United Nations, Jo ­ 
seph Harsch, one of their Wash­ 
ington men, and John Rich, who 
just got back from the Congo, 
all contributed analyses of the 
international situation and the 
U. N. problem. 
Frank Blair 
acts as chairman of the whole 
show and 
I 
must say, he s 
awfully good at it. 
He’s well 
informed, personable, and re­ 
laxed, and that’s a tough com­ 
bination to find. 
The candidates were also on 
display on a special NBC show 
called “ The Campaign and the 
Candidates.*' It was a very good 
summary of the highlights. 
It 
showed Nixon in bed. It showed 
Kennedy at the ministerial meet­ 
ing in Texas. 
Both of the can­ 
didates were at their very best 
during these jousts. 
Then, just to lighten the at­ 
mosphere a bit, the program 
exhibited the Vice Presidential 
candidates at pretty close to 
their work, and most political. 
Cabot Lodge was shown and heard 
coming out unequivocably against 
hurricanes. 
A fellow in my liv­ 
ing room said: 
“ A man who 
hates hurricanes can’t be all 
bad.’’ 
Not to be outdone, Lyndon John­ 
son was displayed uttering a line 
which might have come from 
“ Of Thee I Sing” : 
“ I defy any 
Madison Ave. publicity man to 
find a single thing that Richard 
Nixon ever did for the state of 
Arizona.” Three guesses where 
that remark was made. 
One thing is for sure: We’ re 
going to see more of these can­ 
didates than any other in history. 
The threat of overexposure and of 
bad exposure is dire. The great 
debate, if that’ s what it is, is 
going to start next Monday on 
every network TV station. 
It s 
a close race, and it’s my guess 
that these television interchanges 
are going to be decisive. A m is­ 
take on anyone’ s part is going to 
be disastrous.

New York. — With the first 
phase of the campaign — regis­ 
tration of voters and zipping 
together the organization—near­ 
ing an end, what was evident a 
month ago is still the fundamen­ 
tal fact. With a total of 77 elec­ 
toral votes New York and Cali­ 
fornia, the two giant states on 
opposite coasts, can mean the 
difference between defeat and 
victory. 
That is why Senator John F. 
Kennedy’s 20-hour stay in this 
metropolis was so important. 
He had to convince the marginal 
and wavering voters who can 
swing the city and the state that 
he is a convinced liberal in the 
tradition of Franklin Roosevelt, 
Harry Truman and Adlai Steven­ 
son, whose names he so often 
invokes. 


The impression in the after­ 
math of his half-dozen appear­ 
ances is that he had considerable 
success. With the help of Ste­ 
venson and Senator Herbert Leh­ 
man he made a beginning at 
stirring those voters who have 
been sitting back with indiffer­ 
ence toward, if not resentment 
for, the Kennedy-Johnson ticket. 
If you do not unite and get out 
the vote, speaker after speaker 
warned, you will help to put 
Richard Nixon in the White House. 
That is the target for the balance 
of the campaign in this state — 
the threat of Nixon held over the 
heads of voters who belong to 
minorities sensitive to trouble 
and change. 
What makes this so important 
is the Democratic candidate’s 
realization of the extent of the

prejudice on the score of his 
Catholicism in the South and 
the Midwest. 
This has been a 
real shock to Kennedy who was 
unprepared for it. He had thought 
that the whole question was laid 
to rest in West Virginia where 
he won the primary by a wide 
margin. But, as some observers 
understood at the time, the voters 
of West Virginia did not believe 
they were voting for a President 
of the United States. They could 
afford in the primary to refute 
the charge of bigotry by casting 
their votes for an attractive young 
man who might or might not at 
a later day be a candidate for 
President. 
New York State is still, in the 
commonly held view, to be won 
or lost. 
If the election were to 
be held tomorrow California 
would, according to all the indi­ 
cators, go for Nixon. 
Stevenson, who raised $170, 
OOO for the Kennedy -Johnson 
campaign at the dinner he spon­ 
sored here, is shortly leaving on 
a cross-country speaking tour. 
He will go to Minnesota, Washing­ 
ton and then California for a 
series of talks to audiences that 
will be made up in large part 
of his last-ditch adherents. His 
mission is to inspire these par­ 
tisans to go out and work for the 
ticket with all their might and 
main. 


This is forKennedya supreme­ 
ly important endeavor. For the 
Democrats in California, where 
the game of crossing party lines 
makes a mockery of the Demo­ 
crats’ three-to-two margin in 
registration, Stevenson is the 
not-so-secret weapon. It is hard­ 
ly an exaggeration to say that if 
the state can be carried for the 
Democratic ticket it is Stevenson 
and those following his lead who 
can do it. 
And by the same token, if the 
Republicans can carry New York, 
it is Governor Nelson Rockefeller 
who can do it. Rockefeller, who 
challenged Nixon’s credentials up 
to the very last minute, is in 
something of a dilemma. If the 
Republicans lose the state in 
November it will be a black eye 
for him. His own political future, 
with the need to be re-elected 
in 1962, will be cloudy. 
But a Nixon victory, with the 
prospect of eight years in the 
White House, will put a long per­ 
iod to Rockefeller’s national am­ 
bitions. Yet he intends to go all 
out for the national ticket with 
the determination, the stubborn 
intensity, the charm and the hu­ 
mor that have carried him sofar 
so fast. Reform Democrats, who 
have seen their party under the 
old-line leadership lose the two 
Senate seats and the governor­ 


ship, take this threat very ser­ 
iously. 
Besides Rockefeller, the Re­ 
publicans have a secret weapon 
in Henry Cabot Lodge, the Vice­ 
presidential candidate. The re­ 
action to Lodge around the coun­ 
try, and especially in California 
and New York where there is 
greater sensitivity to the peace 
and foreign policy issues, proves, 
if any proof were needed, Nixon’s 
political astuteness. Long before 
the Chicago convention he picked 
Lodge as his running mate, con­ 
vinced that he could put him over 
on the reluctant nationalists and 
ultra -conservatives. 


The fact is that Lodge is cut­ 
ting it both ways. For one group 
he is the big, bold cold warrior 
who can stand up to the Russians. 
But for a group on die opposite 
side of the ideological fence he is 
the man of peace, skilled in the 
ways of the United Nations. 
One of the most astute strate­ 
gists in the Kennedy camp, scorn­ 
ing the current polls, estimated 
that as of today the strength of 
the two tickets is roughly Nixon 
34 percent, Kennedy 30 percent, 
with a whopping 35 percent un­ 
decided. 
That is a wholly sub- 
j ective j udgment, but it may come 
closer to the fact than the poll­ 


sters. 
And this massive inde­ 
cisiveness applies with special 
force to the two big states that 
must be won for victory.

The United States Government 
for the duration of his visit to 
the United Nations General As­ 
sembly meeting has confined Ni­ 
kita Khrushchev to 
Manhattan 
Island. 
But his voice will reverberate 
throughout the land if the Rus­ 
sian master accepts even one- 
tenth of the clamorous offerings 
being made him by American 
news media, all itching to pre­ 
sent this m aster of propaganda 
with a national forum from which 
he can denounce the United States, 
its government and its policies. 
As if the General Assembly 
did not offer this unscrupulous 
opportunist an unparalleled in­ 
ternational platform from which 
his voice and invective will ring 
round the world, American news 
media are vying to give him a 
coast-to-coast exposure at his 
pleasure. 
Far from applying the silent 
treatment to the man who has 
promised to bury us- and who 
means it, United States news 
institutions are simply implor­ 
ing him to use their facilities 
to further his program. 
Khrushchev should be met in 
this country with a correct diplo­ 
matic courtesy, but nothing more. 
The plans of the International 
Longshoremen’ s Association to 
send its leather-lunged bully boys 
down the bay in boats to meet 
Khrushchev’ s ship, the liner Bal- 
tika, with boos and catcalls is 
just as offensive as the clamor 
of news media to let him air 
his bile. 
The longshoremen’s planned 
reception of the Soviet Premier 
is childish and stupid. The rush 
of radio and teevee networks to 
present Khrushchev is stupid and 
adult. 
Of the two, I find the 
former less offensive. 
In their rush to get a beat, 
or a scoop, perish forbidl or 
to be first with Khrushchev on 
the air, radio and teevee is 
giving this rocket-rattler who 
has breached the Monroe Doct­ 
rine the impression that the Am­ 
erican public is dying to hear 
him and that he can appeal to 


the 
A m erican people o v er the 


heads of its governm ent. 


Furthermore, 
th e Overseas 
P ress Club, of which I have 
been a member for more than 
20 years, is providing the na­ 
tion’ s paramount enemy with an­ 
other national forum in asking 
him to address an OPC lunch­ 
eon during his visit to the United 
Nations. 
Naturally Khrushchev, shrewd 
as a fox* jumped at the OPC 
invite. Nor do I have any doubt 
that teevee stations will be kill­ 
ing each other in their eager­ 
ness to broadcast his deathless 
hate. It is inconceivable that 
any U. S. news media or club 
would have sponsored Hitler in 
1940. 
I find no difference be­ 
tween Khrushchev and Hitler in 
1960, except that the Russian 
is a far more brilliant and im­ 
placable foe. 
The issue has nothing to do 
with free speech or freedom of 
the press. 
Khrushchev’ s antics 
at the United Nations will be 
reported in painful detail, as 
they should be, by press, tele­ 
vision and radio. We shall hear 
of him, ad nauseam, as well we 
should, throughout his U. N.per­ 
formances. I believe that in his 
role in the United Nations, the 
news media should give us the 
fullest and derailed coverage. 
But it is a major, even a dis­ 
astrous, mistake for that media 
to beg Khrushchev to accept its 
facilities for a continuous forum 
through which to pe d d l e his 
propaganda. Such actions do not 
constitute free speech or free 
pres ss but free lunacy. 
The crazy, contradictory as­ 
pect of this rush of news media 
to give Khrushchev a forum from 
which to lambaste America and 
Americans is that they are all 
loyal, patriotic institutions, de­ 
voting much of their time to com­ 
batting the very thing they are 
sponsoring 
when 
they 
o f f e r 
Khrushchev a platform. 
The government’ s attempt to 
quarantine him is being vitiated 
by rival news factions fighting for 
the dubious “ first” of giving 
Khrushchev a platform f r o m 
which to insult this nation and 
its people.

A PHOTOGRAPHIC COPY of 
an original parchment grant of 
land in Brokenstraw township, 
dated June 1st, 1836, to WILLIAM 
SIGGINS, has been presented to 
the Warren County Historical 
Society by Ernest L. Siggins, 
Esquire, of Greenwich, Connecti­ 
cut, a descendant of Judge Sig­ 
gins. 
The original, a prized 
family possession, hangs in an 
honored place in his home. 
Judge William Siggins, one of 
the most distinguished of the 
earliest 
settlers 
in 
Warren 
County, was bom in Ireland May 
12th, 1789, and died in Youngs­ 
ville July 15th, 1875. 
He is buried in the Youngs­ 
ville Cemetery. 
He sailed for America in 1793 
at the age of four, when his father 
brought his family to Center 
County. His father died in 1801. 
In 1803, William Siggins joined 
his Brother George at the Pit- 
hale settlement. Eager for an 
education, he went to school to 
William Middleton at Pithole in 
1804, 
working 
evenings 
an d 
mornings for room, board and 
tuition. In 1807, at the age of 
18, he hired out at 12 dollars 
a month timbering. He could cut 
and - split 150 rails in a day. 
He went with rafts down the 
Allegheny. 
In 1813, he served with Ad­ 
m iral Perry in the War of 1812, 
returning upon his discharge to 
his wife and one child he had left 
in the wilderness. 
He owned sawmills, aftd served 
as County Commissioner, Justice 
of the Peace, and an Associate 
Judge of Warren County. Like 
his parents, he was a member 
of the Methodist Church. It is 
recorded that Judge Siggins . . 
had not only a 
‘sound mind in a sound body’, 
but a powerful mind in a power­ 
ful body.” 
He and his wife 
Polly (Wilson) Siggins, hadtwelve 
children — eight sons and four 
daughters. They were progeni­ 
tors of a line of distinguished 
descendants.

No restrictions are placed on 
the draw weight of the bow, the 
arrow 
weight or m aterial in 
shafts or heads or types of broad- 
heads, carrying a bow strung at 
any tim e, o r on hunting any wild 
bird or animal that may be killed 
with firearm s.

Point,*’ he says. The new stad­ 
ium is all steel, no concrete. 
As far as is known, it is the 
largest all-steel stadium in the 
world. 
The underpinning and 
upper seats, all new steel, were 
installed in July, 1959. 
Immediately after the Holy 
Cross game, which concluded the 
season last fall, the engineers 
started cutting up the stands on 
Old Beaver Field. 
They were 
loaded on flat bed trailers and 
riveted into place in the lower 
tiers on the new site. Only the 
old seats were put at the bowl 
end of the new stadium, on the 
theory that no more seats were 
wanted behind the goal line.Con­ 
sequently, the stadium is 70 rows 
high between the goal lines, and 
30 behind the goal lines. 
The setting is breath-taking, 
even though the leaves haven’t 
started to turn. 
Mount Nittany 
looms through the open end of 
the stadium 
and 
the 
seven 
mountains 
string out to the 
south. The Bald Eagle Moun­ 
tain, 
northward, 
completes a 
ring. 
University Park, or to give it 
its older or pre-Milton Eisen­ 
hower name, State College, has 
been fallaciously reported to sit 
on top of Mount Nittany. Actually 
it is on an Appalachian plateau 
adjacent to this park. It Is sur­ 
rounded by heavy timber, wild 
trout 
streams 
and the most 
glorious natural country surviv­ 
ing south of the state of Maine. 
The university made compara­ 
tively little fuss about dedication 
of its new stadium. EmieMcCoy, 
the athletic director, made a 
speech between halves and pre­ 
sented nine members of the foot­ 
ball team of 1909, 
and their 
coach, the immortal Bill Hollen- 
back. 
They were the first to 
play on Old Beaver Field and they 
were undefeated. 
Gave Grove 
City a good pasting, too. 
Well, that’s all there is, ex­ 
cept that we look forward to the 
ride down in the new elevator.

In fact, by the fall of 
1961 it is believed 20,000 geese 
will fly in. 
There will be controlled hunt­ 


ing on the area when it is opened, 
including a limitation of the num­ 
ber of hunters, the number of 
days, and the hours. 
Fifteen 
dams and dikes are being con­ 
structed to impound water for 
control of levels for waterfowl 
food production, and pot holes 
for nesting and resting are being 
prepared. A thousand acres will 
be planted in waterfowl food.

WATERFOWL NEWS 
(The 
Game Commission 
has 
printed a summary sheet of the 
migratory season, on the back of 
which is a sunrise-sunset table. 
It is available at post offices 
where the duck stamp is sold, 
county treasurers' offices, is ­ 
suing agent establishments, and 
Harrisburg.) 
Waterfowl season 1960 serves 
as a reminder that to a great 
extent conditions in nature dic­ 
tate the abundance of wild game, 
therefore the permissible daily 
take and length of a particular 
season. 
Sportsmen who enjoy 
duck hunting in Pennsylvania ac­ 
cept this year’s limitations as 
sound game management, the na - 
tural production of canvasbacks 
and redheads again having been 
low. The following developments 
please waterfowlers: 
The Game Commission’ s duck 
rearing and release program, in­ 
itiated in 1951, has been a great 
factor in producing birds for 
waterfowl hunters in Pennsylvan­ 
ia, particularly for early shoot­ 
ing. 
The project also assures 
that a growing number of the 
liberated birds that "m ake it” 
safely in fall migration will re ­ 
produce broods. 
This 
year tile Commission 
banded and released ducks and 
geese in natural habitat as fol­ 
lows: 
5,795 mallard ducklings; 
480 year-old mallard ducks; IO 
blue-winged teal; and 141 Canada 
geese. 
An additional 98 Canada 
geese were purchased, banded 
and released. 
The Game Com­ 
mission hatched and reared all 
the ducklings. 
The 1960 duck 
hatching 
record at the State 
Waterfowl Farm was 84.4 per­ 
cent, an amazing accomplishment 
according to duck breeders. 
For all her scenic beauty, 
Pennsylvania was not endowed 
with many natural lakes. How­ 
ever, recent-year water develop­ 
ments are helping the duck hunt­ 
ing sport. Various agencies have 
helped produce the all-important 
conditions 
waterfowl 
require. 
The Game Commission has en­ 
gaged in a program of establish­ 
ing shallow water impoundments 
near which the birds preferred 
food and cover have been planted 
or developed. 
A few islands in the Susque­ 
hanna River have been purchased 
and will be developed to provide 
improved 
feeding and resting 


conditions for the migrant fowl 
on this important duck waterway. 
The Department of Forests and 
Waters has built several lakes 
and mo re a re planned. Flood con­ 
trol dams have helped. 
The U, S. Soil Conservation 
Service reports there now are 
about 12,000 ponds of less than 
40 acres in size in the state. 
Though not all the mentioned 
lakes and ponds offer conditions 
desirable for duck nesting, many 
will serve as resting and feeding 
impoundments on which water­ 
fowl will stop over during fall 
migrations, thus increasing the 
shooting possibilities of Pennsyl­ 
vania's duck and goose hunters.
